NATIVE TOBACCO. 


A Plant That Sh.nld Be Tested At 


Oar Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion. 


The Enterprise makes tbe following 


suggestion: 


It would not be a bad notion to try 


what can be dona at Nevada's agricul- 
tural experiment station with oar native 
tobacco. Two varieties grow here in 
Virginia —tire broad and the narrow leaf. 
The broad leaf promises best. 
It pals 


out its leaves from a single stalk, and 
tbe leaves are not only larger and more 
shapely than tbe other bat also ripen 
earlier. Tbe narrow leaf variety aendg 
up several stalks from one root, and is 
much addicted to "suckers," or off- 
shoots. Both kinds erow here in tbe 
city without cultivation or irrigation. 
Tbe tobacco grows in large patches on 
ground that baa been bnrqeu. ID China- 
town lant ;<-nr wtre to be'found stalks 
that were 3% and four feet high. This, 
too, without a drop of water. Ou a 
putch of ground that was ftlwnys wet DO 
sttlk two feet in eight oonld be fooud. 
It is not inftsted by worms. 
In exam- 


ining thousands of stnlks last Summer 
nnd Fall we did nut find a single worm 
We collected aod have on band seed of 
both varieties. 
Undoubtedly tbe to- 


b'icco would prodncn larger leaves if 
cultivated and topped—not allowed to 
send up it long flower stalk.
